This  is  the  first  in  many  articles 
dealing  with  various  Programing 
techniques  with  the  Timex-Sinclair 
computers. 

This  article  will  deal  with  saving 
memory.  In  other  words  Packing  more 
into  less.  How  many  times  have  you 
spent  hours  typing  in  a  Program  just 
to  have  an  error  code  4  PcP-uP  and 
say  "out  of  room."  This  can  be 
annoy in9  to  say  the  least. 

One  way  to  save  memory  is  to  chan9e 
DIM  statements.  Decreasin9  the 
dimensions  of  a  strin9  can  save  a lot 
of  memory.  Lets  say  that  you  had  a 
Pro9ram  with  a  strin9  of  Last  names. 
The  strin9  was  set  by  DIM  N*c;  100,32). 
This  string  would  allow  100  names  32 
letters  lon9.  Unless  you  know  a lot 
of  People  with  very  lon9  names  this 
is  a  waste  of  memory.  Redimension 
N*<100,15).  This  will  save  1700 
bytes  of  memory. 

Rnother  way  to  save  is  in  PRINT 
statements.  If  you  have  the 
followin9  types  of  lines  in  your 
Pro9ram  you  are  wasting  space : 

10  PRINT  RT  8,2}"*  MENU  %" 

20  PRINT  RT  2,2; "1.  ENTER 
INFQRMRTION. " 

30  PRINT  RT  4,2; "2.  VIEW 
SPRERDSHEET. " 

40  PRINT  RT  6,2; "3.  PRINTOUT 
INFQRMRTION. " 

50  PRINT  RT  8, 5; "INPUT 
RPPROPRIRTE  NUMBER" 

This  Program  will  Printout  a  MENU  of 
actions  to  be  taken.  It  looks  nice 
but  is  wasting  a lot  of  space.  This 
version  will  Provide  the  same  without 
using  as  much  space8

2; " 1 .  ENTER  INFQRMRTION.",  , , TRB

The  only  Problem  with  Putting  all 
Print  info  on  one  line  is  when  yo 


have  to  EDIT.  The  cursor  moves  very 
slowly  on  a  line  of  this  length.  You 
can  even  go  further  in  saving  memory. 
Do  your  PRINT  statements  have  to  be 
so  wordy?  These  following  lines  will 
accomplish  the  same  Purpose  with  a 
large  saving  in  memory* 

10  PRINT  " 1 -ENTER  2- VIEW 
3-PRINT" 

If  the  Program  is  for  yourself  the 
above  would  be  fine.  But,  if  the 
Program  will  be  used  by  other  People 
it  may  not  be  appropriate.  It  will 
not  appear  to  be  User-Friendly . 

The  use  of  the  INKEY*  function  is  a 
nice  way  of  inputting  information. 

But  it  too  wastes  space.  Rfter  the 
above  Programs  an  INKEY*  routine  to 
direct  the  Program  may  be  the 
following* 

100  IF  INKEY**" 1"  THEN  GOTO 
1000 

110  IF  INKEY**" 2"  THEN  GOTO 
2000 

120  IF  INKEY** "3"  THEN  GOTO 
3000 

130  GOTO  100 

This  routine  is  nice  to  use  because 
an  incorrect  number  can  not  be  input. 
But,  it  also  wastes  space.  R  space 
saving  routine  would  be* 

110  INPUT  Q 
120  GOTO  Q*1000 

This  would  work  just  as  well  even 
though  it  is  not  as  User  Friendly  as 
the  INKEY*  routine,  fl  wrong  number 
can  be  INPUT,  which  can  result  in  a 
break  in  the  Program.  To  Protect 
from  this  the  following  line  could  be 
inserted* 

130  IF  Q< >1000  or  Q< >2000  OR 
GK  >3000  THEN  GOTO  110 

Next  time  we  will  discuss  other 
memory  saving  techniques.

QUESTION1  I  recently  used  a  2068 
Program  that  said  somewhere  near  the 
beginning.  "RU  inputs  should  be  in 
CAPITAL  letter."  Is  there  a  way  that 
I  can  turn  on  the  CAPS  LOCK  from 
within  a  Program  and  avoid  similar 
statements? 

ANSWER1  Yes.  Just  add  a  statement 
near  the  beginning  of  your  Program- 
POKE  23658.8.  This  will  turn  on  the 
CAPS  LOCK  and  any  subsequent  inputs 
will  be  in  capital  letters.  To  turn 
off  the  CAPS  LOCK  Just  POKE  23658.0. 

QUESTION:  How  can  I  restart  the 
computer  without  turning  off  the 
Power  and  then  back  on? 

ANSWER:  Just  type  in  RANDOMIZE  USR  8. 
This  w ill  ini ta 1 i ze  the  comP uter 
(even  RRMTGP)  Just  as  when  it  is 
first  Powered  up. 

QUESTION2  I  was  translating  a  TS1088 
basic  Program  to  work  on  my  new 
TS2068.  Every  line  was  the  same 
except  for  a  SCROLL.  I  can't  find 
the  SCROLL  command  on  the  2868.  Help ! 

ANSWER :  The  2868  automat i ca 1 1 y 
scrolls  when  the  Printing  would 
otherwise  go  off  the  bottom  of  the 
screen.  If  the  screen  gets  full  the 
Program  stops  with  the  Prompt  SCROLL? 
at  the  bottom  of  the  screen.  Any  key 
except  "n"  will  cause  another  screen 
full  of  data  to  be  displayed.  In 
some  TS1808  Programs  this  will  work 
Just  fine  and  you  can  skip  the 
S C R 0 L. L s.  Ho w e v e r .  i  f  y  o u  r e a  1 1  y  w a n t 
the  2068  to  scroll  u.P  one  line  Put 
RANDOMIZE  USR  2361  in  Place  of  SCROLL 
when  translating  the  Program. 


auto-run  when  loaded  can  I  get  it  to 
load  without  running? 

ANSWER:  Yes  and  No.  It  depends  on 
which  model  you  have.  If  you  have 
the  ZX81.  TS1008  or  TS1500  the  answer 
is  no.  The  Program  will  begin  to  run 
as  soon  as  loading  is  finished.  If 
you  have  the  2068  then  the  answer  is 
yes.
